Vegetable  seeds  v;hich  have  a  germination 
equal  to  or  better  than  the  standard 
set  forth  in  section  201.31  of  the 
rules  and  reigulations  need  not  bear 
statement  showing  the  percentage 
of  germination. 
Germination  below  standard. 

Vegetable  seeds  which  have  a  germination 
percentage  less  than  the  standard  set 
forth  in  section  201,31  shall  have  the 
words, "Below  Standard,"  clearly  shown 
in  a  conspicuous  place  on  the  label 
■  or  on  the  face  of  the  container,  in 
type  no  smaller  than  8  point.  The 
seed  shall  also  be  labeled  to  show  the 
percentage  of  germination  and  the  per- 
centage of  any  hard  seed  present  and 
the  m.onth  and  year  in  v/hich  the  test 
was  completed.    The  percentage  of  hard 
seed  shall  not  be  included  in  the  percent- 
age of  germination.    No  more  than  5  calendar 
months  shall  have  elapsed  between  the  last 
da^_pf  the  month  in  which  the  germinatiom 
test  Yv-as  completed  and  the  date  of  trans- 
portation or  delivery  for  transportation 
in  interstate  commerce.
